very wasteful practico to turn cattle 
into, tbe pastures, eTcn for a tow hours 
in tio middla of tho-day, until there is 
» good growth of grass for thara to 
feed on. There ore yet some who still 
persist irxi ollowing in the footsteps of 
ithair ancestors; they seem to have an 
idoa tiiat every pound of dry gxass 
which tbe cattl&cat is so much gained; 
they do not stop to consider how much 
laore food it wul take to keep a cow 
that is roving over fifty acres of land, 
ithan it will to keep one that is kept in 
the barn, or in a small sheltered yard, 
nor do they think of Uie great damage 
to the pasture fcy the feet of tire cattle. 


When the land is soft every step ol 


an animal destroys ton times "a» much 
[Summer fred as tho animal will get; in 
jfact. tho farmer who tnrns his cattle 
jou6 early in tbe spring makes it a prac- 
Iliee, as a rule, to keep his cattlo out in 
|tho autumn until the land is covered 
jwitli'Cnow; so the grass has bcien fed 
|So close tliat there is hut very littlo'lcft 
:to cover the grass roots, or to furnish 
,food for tho cattle in the early spring. 
(Bad as our pastures nre; when wtj con- 
sidt:r how many of ("hero, aro treated, 
it is really a wonder they aro no worse. 


The cattle aro very stiro to keep the 


best grasses gnawed down very close 
to the ground, thus ex-posing the roots 
to tho severe colit, as well as sudden 
changes of wivathcr. 
Tho tnmo is com- 


ing when m«oh more attention will bo 
given to the care of our pastures; when 
jit does coruo the cattlo will not be 
turned into thorn until the grass is well 
.started, nud llio land has bocome well 
isettlod, thus giving tho better qualities 
of gr.Tssps a chance to becorno well 
rooU'd. 
By beginning to food a pas- 


ture too curly in the spring the food 13 
kept so short that tho first dry week in 
sum MUT will burn up what little grass 
Ihovo is, thus leaving tho roots so ex- 
posed that many of them will dio. leav- 
ing barn places which will invite the 
growth of undesirable plants. 
It is by 


<hi.j prnctico ll;at many pastures be- 
come covered with 
coarso grasses, 


weeds and bushes. 
If caro bo la.kou to 


give the better qualities of grasses t!mc 
to get well started before feeding it off, 
there will DO something to protect! the 
rooU during dry weather, and with a 
litUe encouragement by way of fertil- 
izers the ground may bo kept 90 covered 
with the better varieties ot grasses that 
the weeds and bushes will be easily kept 
out lii-lli-r food the cattlo at tho barn a 
few weeks longer than usual than turn 
them out before grass gets well started.

MILK FOR BABES. 


The Kind of Milk Host Calculated to Pro- 


mote tho Health of Innintt;. 


To be a perfect food for 
infants, 


.niillc must be of tho very best quality. 
iThij statement is cot>meant to convey 
tho impression that it must be very rich 
in cream, or any one of its-other parts; 
but that it should bo in as sweet, pure, 
perfect condition as possible. Cow's 
milk, as it averages when the milk of 
several cows is mixed together, is rich 
enough in fats and other constituents, 
>nnd often needs diluting. 
An excess 


of cream impairs rather than improves 
it for this cUxss of consnmers. 
An ex- 


cess would be about as objectionable as 
a deficiency. 
It is important that it 


should como from a cow in good 
Ihcalth, and fed on sweet ancl whole- 
some, food; for the quality and whole- 
somcuess of milk will vary with tho 
character of the food from which it is 
made. 


To produce tha best milk for infants, 


the animals giving it should neither be 
overfed nor underfed. 
Ono extreme 


would be as unfortunate as the other. 
Milk becomes vitiated when its secre- 
tion« is ovcr-stimulater!. In part, at 
least, milk is derived from decomposi- 
tion of tissue; and when this goes on 
actively, fragments 
of tissue break 


away without being perfoctlydissolved; 
nnd may be seen suspended in tho milk. 
Tho fragments that are small enough 
to pass1 through ah ordinary strainer 
remain iu the milk, and by their rapid 
decomposition affect 
its flavor 
and 


-qunlity. 


For infants' use, milk from cows giv- 


ing rather a moderate quantity is to bo 
preferred to that from cows producing 
unusually large yields. 
When milk be- 


comes irregular from extremes in feed- 
ing, it is greatly improved by filtering 
it through a sack of pulverized char- 
coal. 
Filtering it through filter paper 


will help it very much, but charcoal is 
better. 
The liltcr will catch all tho 


objectionable solids, and the absorbent 
capacity of tho charcoal will take up 
all tho "prominent odors, and the niillc 
will come out with a decidedly new 
and delicious flavor, and much im- 
proved in a sanitary point of view. 
One who has not tried it, will bo sur- 
prised nt 
the quantity of 
ofl'ensive 


•matter that will soon collect in th« 
charcoal.—Prof. L. B. Arnold, in N, Y. 
Tribune. 


Study of Things.

ing realms of thought. 
Begin soon, 


that observation and reflection may be 
early.developed. It is a rare privilege 
to open lields of thought to the eager 
mind of childhood.

Of late years 
she has been gaining on and drawing from 
former ccntres-Sprlngfleld, Peorla, Toledo, 
and In no email degree from St. Louis, until 
now Doeatur is the headquarters of many de- 
partments of the road, with new shop build- 
ings erected, and estimated railway popula- 
tion from the Wabaah alono of nearly 600 act- 
ive employes, reproeontlng by families say 
2,500 to 3,000 souls, yountr and old. This Is 
doing prorty well, and le a good starter for the 
8,000 to 4,0u» Wabash employes who will sooner 
or later make their homes In this thriving 
oily, where eventually all tho ohlef shops of 
thu road will be permanently located.

A force of cicn under George C. Simmons 


are now putting up a substantial building 
directly north of tho Union depot platform, 
which I? to be used as ft paint fibop for passen- 
ger mid freight cars made and lepalred In a 
bullolns' riot fur off. It Is 130 feet In IcDgtb 
ami is 00 feet wide. Two car tracks run into 
the building from the east end, and will fur- 
nish space from end to end for 1(1 lo 16 cars at 
a lltne. This large structure hides from the 
view of the peoplo^n \bo depot platform the 
other ebops lately built by the Wabafeh. 


TDO now building north of It is the olllco of 


W. M. Martin, superintendent of the car de- 
partment for tho Wafcash system. His chief 
clerk is Captain J. G. Dnodenbiiueen; M. I). 
Schuffer, draughtsman; F. G. Schafer, clorK. 
Tho other clerks are C. B. Head, H. H. Daw- 
son, Eugene Heud and U. H. Baeienhausen. 
On tho lower lloor is Hie ollice of 11. D. Hose, 
tho general foreman of tho shops. Hla clerk 
la W. M. Martin, ftnd hero J. H. Hoy, the store- 
keeper, has his desk. A long aud wide room 
Into which tho reporter had a look contains 
tho hardware supplies of the different branch- 
es oC the road. Tho stock Is very large, but It 
is soon to bo Increased to a still greater quan- 
tity. Articles and packages are Bent out In 
different directions on nearly every train. 


Beyond this building Is another largo struct- 


ure,'comparatively new, which i» used as a 
repair ehop-a building In which passenger 
and freight care, wrecked or the road, or worn 
out, are brought hero to be made new and fit 
lor service. Adjoining It la a low building 
where band-cars are made. There la a vast 
amount ot machinery used, ail kept In motion 
by steam powor. In tho car department alone 
there are 1'uDy 200 men employed. The differ- 
ent foremen are George W. Huthaway, passen- 
ger ears; George Fudge, freight; IkeTerhune, 
saw shop; Freil Feldt, machine shop; C, D. 
Hollldny, tin shop; S. A. Flomier, upholstery; 
S. V. Wayne, paint shop; Ira Molsenhelter, 
blacksmith shop; W. H. Truoyarrt, foiemun; 
Charles Chandler, laboring force. 


Further oast is tho large rounJ house, tho 


home of tho 20 railway locomotives, and at- 
tached to this crescent shaped brick la another 
machine shop, with Charley Adams In charge 
ot the stationary oiiglno. The round house 
and everything- relating to It Is tho special do- 
main of Fi-onk H. Payne, tho assistant master 
mechanic, whose clerk Is George Handy. Mr. 
Puynohas 112 men lu tto machinery depart- 
ment, with Ed. Sivssoon 03 foreman. This 
number does not Include tho 80 engineers and 
llreinen. 


In addition to the above divisions of the op- 


erating forces there are the passenger and 
freight conductors with their crows; tho tole- 
grnph and freight ouloe men, watchmen, call- 
era, track men, yard men, etc., the whole num- 
ber aggregating about 000. Tho pay roll for 
tho company In Decatur averages about J40,- 
000 a month, and most of this cash is distribut- 
ed among the merchants of tho city. Forty 
thousand dollars a mouth aggregatea $480,000 
a year. A goodly number of the employes 
have families, and they are economical, using 
the Ir surplus In tho purchase of homes la the 
Hfth and other wards. New dwellings go up 
ovory season, and tho bulldor generally proves 
to be a Wabash man. 


1MIO8PECT8. 


Tho recent Improvements at this point by 


tho company naturally led the reporter to be- 
Hove that other shops and departments of tho 
road would bo located In Deoatur. Ol course 
It cannot be said now that other shops will be 
brought here, but It Is very probable that be- 
foro another year has passed awoy, the com- 
pany will commence the repairing and con- 
struction of railway locomotives lu Doeatur. 
All the signs point that way. a\id If we get this 
plum, then Decatur will have the bulgo on 
Springfield anil Toledo to a prettl degree, and 
the managers In time may concentrate all tho 
chief shops bore. It 19 only B question of tltno. 
Decatur lb the central point on the eastern or 
middle division for the shops, and those ac- 
quainted with tho situation say the bouses of 
tho road arc fast learning that It will be large- 
ly to their Interest to have the moet of Ihf Ir 
work done here. 


The ground about tbc depot 13 limited, but 


they can tjct abundant space east of tho coal 
shaft, or out on tho lino of tho Champaign (H* 
vision of tho road, where rolling mill buildings 
and other shops could spread i.;emsclvea.
